BURNET, Tex. (AP) — A tornado 
struck this small Texas hill country 
town before dawn today and the Texas 
Department of Public Safety said 
about 300 homes were damaged or 
destroyed. Twisters also hit three 
other state communities during the 
night. 


There were no immediate reports of 
injuries in Burnet, but the department 
said the city sent out a call for medical 
assistance and emergency equipment 
was en route from surrounding towns. 
Burnet is about 60 miles from Austin, 
the state capital. 


The department said electricity and 
telephone service were disrupted. 


The Burnet twister followed a long 
night of stormy weather over wide 
areas of Texas. It came at the 
beginning of the tornado season. 
One struck the Grape Creek com­ 
munity about eight miles northwest of 
San Angelo in West Texas and injured 
at least eight persons.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The United 
States has told South Vietnam of its 
concern 
over

Department said Friday. 


Department spokesman Charles W. 
Bray said he was aware of reports of 
harrassment of American newsmen 
and the expulsion of one by the Saigon 
government. 


The American view, according to 
Bray, is that the press should be 
allowed to report “in as unfettered a 
way as possible.” 


So far, the Saigon government has 
informed the United States only that it 
takes the American views into ac­ 
count, Bray said. 


Bray had no comment when asked if 
the United States intended to take 
further 
action 
than 
stating 
its 
philosophical views on the right of the 
free press. 


The Saigon government has expelled 
Donald A. Davis, acting bureau chief 
of United Press International. Other 
news agencies, including the National 
Broadcasting Co., the Los Angeles 
Times, and Agence France-Presse, 
have been informed some of their 
correspondents 
now outside 
South 
Vietnam would not be allowed to 
return. 


These agencies and their cor­ 
respondents were said by the South 
Vietnamese to have been guilty of un-

One was the headquarters of the

floor of an office building near the 
Gulbenkian Museum. 
The other was the headquarters of 
the arm y’s budget department on the 
fifth floor of a building near the Ritz 
Hotel. 
In both cases the bombs exploded 
toward the end of the working day 
when the offices were still occupied. 
According to reports from the city’s 
hospitals, one person was killed in 
each explosion. 
The reports said the wounded in­ 
cluded a civilian. Other victims were 
said to be military personnel.

“It was because they had a very 
extensive intelligence operation going 
on that this material would be of 
marginal interests. My opinion is that 
they had this kind of information 


coming out of their ears,” Bundy 
testified during cross-examination. 
Bundy, frequently described as chief 
architect of U.S. policies in Vietnam, 
said secrets about U.S. war moves 
were often available to the enemy in 
U.S. 
new spapers 
and 
public 
documents such as the Congressional 
Record. 
His testimony directly contradicted 
key government testimony by two 
high-ranking generals who contended 
that authentic U.S. government pa­ 
pers, such as the Pentagon study, 
would be a prize for a foreign power. 
But Bundy said the Pentagon papers 
were too old to help the enemy take 


action militarily and would be “of 
much more historical interest by 1969 
than operational interest.” 
Bundy, 53, is now president of the 
Ford Foundation.. 
Asst. U.S. Atty. David Nissen, who 
continues cross-examination of Bundy 
on Monday, tried to show that the 
witness had no experience analyzing 
intelligence data. But Bundy told the 
prosecutor he was intimately con­ 
nected with such information every 
day as a presidential adviser. 
The defense team said that Bundy 
will be followed to the witness stand by 
another former Kennedy adviser, 
Arthur Schlesinger Jr.

I JOS ANGEIJSS (AP) — Two women 
who started a chain-letter appeal for a 
national meat boycott the first week of 
April say it has drawn such an over­ 
whelming 
response that th ey ’re 
convinced it will work and drive meat 
prices down. 
In the three weeks since the pair 
formed an organization called Fight 
Inflation 
Together 
(F IT ), 
they 
estimate 3,000 persons have written 
them pledges promising to abstain 
from eating meat every Tuesday and 
Thursday and the entire first week of 
next month. 
They say FIT clubs have been 
started in about 40 cities and they hear 
of more every day. 
“Our phone doesn’t stop ringing,” 
one founder, June Foray Donovan, an 
actress and voice of television cartoon 
characters, said Friday. “It’s sweep­ 
ing the country.” 
“We’ve got a tiger by the tail,” said 
the other, Arline Mathews, a com­ 
mercial artist. “It’s moving so fast if s 
amazing.” 
The pair got the idea while talking on 
the telephone and sent out letters to 
friends, enclosing form letters to be 
sent to at least five friends out of state.

(AP)-Botulinum 
toxin has been found in one code of 
mushrooms 
produced 
by 
Fred 
Mushrooms Products Co. of South 
lebanon, Ohio, the Food and Drug Ad­ 
ministration says. 
Tile FDA said Friday that the firm 
was recalling many of its products in 
the wake of a FDA announcement 
Thursday that some swollen cans had 
been discovered and Friday’s an­ 
nouncement that botulinum spores had 
been discovered. 
The toxin was found in a sample of 
four-ounce 
cans 
of 
Fred’s 
Fresh 
Grown pieces and stems mushrooms 
with the code number SW364, the FDA 
said. 
It added that the mushrooms were 
packed under three private labels. 
They are Deerwood, packed for U.B.C. 
Inc., of Chicago; Fame, packed for 
Fame Market Corp., Dayton, Ohio, 
and for Super 
Foods 
Services, 
Bellefontaine, Ohio, and V assar, 
Mich., and Sentry Products, packed 
for Sentry Foods, Waukesha, Wis. 
The FDA, said also that cans of 
Fred’s steak sauce and mushrooms in 
brown gravy were being recalled. 
But it said some products the firm 
packed at a different plant were not 
involved in the recall. These, the FDA 
said, 
include 
Fred’s 
button 
mushrooms, which also come under 
Fame and Deerwood labels; Fred’s 
whole mushrooms, and Fred’s whole 
slices in glass containers.

FIT is nonpartisan and nonpolitical, 
its only aim being to reduce meat 
prices, the founders said.

GOF Finance Panel Returns Troubled Funds 


WASHINGTON (AP) 
A Texas 
oilman whose 
$89,(HH) contribution 
became involved in the4 Watergate 
affair told 
President 
Nixon’s re­ 
election committee he wanted his 
money back- he got it. 
And a Texas developer who gave the 
President’s 1972 campaign a $305,OOO 
I.O.U. while his land empire was 
tumbling got the note canceled, the 
committee announced Friday. 
The oilman is Robert H. Allen of 
Houston, who wrote the committee 
Jan. 23 saying “that I would have been 


unwilling to make even a small con­ 
tribution had I had any idea that ac­ 
tivities such as the Watergate Affair’ 
were being conducted nor would I have 
been willing to serve in any fund­ 
raising capacity.” 
The land developer is Walter T. 
Duncan of San Antonio, who put 
himself near the top of 1972’s political 
donor list even as he faced increasing 
financial, legal and governmental 
troubles. 
Allen, in his letter to chief fund­ 
raiser M aurice Stans, identified 


himself as the source of four checks 
totaling $89,000 which came to the 
Committee for the Re-Election of the 
lYesident from a Mexico City lawyer. 
After passing through the hands of 
committee counsel G. Gordon Liddy, 
the checks wound up in the Miami 
bank account of Bernard L. Barker. 
Iiddy was convicted and Barker 
pleaded guilty in connection with the 
June 
17 
W atergate break-in 
at 
Democratic National headquarters. 
The incident is under investigation by 
a Senate committee. Iiddy, Barker 


and five others are awaiting sen­ 
tencing. 
Allen gave a total of $100,000, which 
the conunittee refunded in response to 
his request. 
Allen wrote Stans that he was asking 
for the money back with "considerable 
regret,” but that he had been em ­ 
barrassed by developments. He said 
the press made “preposterous and 
bizarre assumptions concerning the 
purpose” of his routing the money 
through Mexico. 
It was done for 
privacy, anonymity and convenience, 


Allen said. 
Investigators for the House Banking 
and Currency Committee who pursued 
the $89,000 found 
it “cloaked 
in 
mystery,” according to their report in 
September. 
Duncan had opened his generous 
political 
contributing 
with 
two 
donations 
totaling 
$300,000 to the 
presidential nomination bid of Sen. 
Hubert H. Humphrey this spring. 
He turned his attentions to Nixon in 
August. But rather than contributing 
cash, he gave a $305,000 note which the 


Nixon money people sold to a bank at a 
small discount. 
Duncan wrote the committee in 
January saying he would be unable to 
pay off the note. So the committee 
repaid the bank and canceled the note. 
The committee’s latest quarterly 
report filed with the Office of Federal 
Elections showed it has $4.7 million 
still on hand from the successful Nixon 
campaign. It received an additional 
$246,036 in contributions during 
January and February, weeks after 
Hie election.

County Extension Agent, Agriculture 
A streamlined service is available to 
Ohio farmers called “Ohio Farm Busi­ 
ness Analysis.” Your farm account 
records from 1972 can be analyzed 
quickly via computer to determine 
how you can apply farm resources in 
their most ideal combination. 
“ It takes only about two weeks to 
analyze and mail back records once 
they are received at Ohio State,” ac­ 
cording to Reed Taylor, Extension 
Agricultural Business Management 
Specialist. 
Farm records from 1972 will be ac­ 
cepted until April I. All you need to 
take advantage of this service is a copy 
of Form 7363, “ Ohio Farm Business 
Analysis.” Get one from the Pickaway 
County Cooperative Extension Service 
office, fill it out, and return it to your 
county Extension Office, area farm 
management Extension office, or 
vocational agriculture teacher. 
Data to fill out Form 7363 may be 
taken directly from your Ohio Com­ 
mercial Farm Account Book or from

Agricultural 
stabilization and Conservation (ASCI 
committee. “ So, each producer should 
get details from his ASCS county office 
and then do some pencil pushing to see 
which program will yield him the best 
return on 
his 
land, 
labor, 
and 
management resources.” 
ASC Chairman Moore pointed out 
that both the wheat and feed grain 
programs 
have 
plans 
allowing 
producers to set aside land or to 
participate this year without any set- 
aside. 
The feed grain program includes two 
plans. Under the basic plan, a farmer 
may set aside 25 per cent of his feed 
grain base and receive payments, 
loans, and other program benefits 
without restricting his total feed grain 
acreage after maintaining his farm’s 
set-aside acreage and conserving 
base. 
The feed grain program also offers a 
zero set-aside plan with lower program 
payments and a limitation on total feed 
grain acreage. Under this plan, the 
producer need maintain only his 
conserving base and is then free to 
plant soybeans or other crops* other 
than feed grains or quota crops) on his 
remaining cropland. 
Alternatives under the 
wheat 
program are different from those last 
year. A producer who signs up and 
maintains his farm’s conserving base 
is eligible for certificate payments, 
loans, and other program benefits 
without setting aside any land. Or a 
farmer may earn set-aside payments 
in the wheat program by placing ad­ 
ditional land in an optional set-aside, 
Mr. Moore said. 
Some producers who sign up for the 
feed grain program may wish to 
consider uses of set-aside before 
deciding between the 25 per cent and 
the zero set-aside plan, the chairman 
added. This year producers who ac­ 
cept a reduction in payments are 
allowed to graze or to harvest hay or 
silage from set-aside throughout the 
year. 
“ Producers who choose to utilize 
their set-aside for grazing, hay silage, 
or alternate crops must notify the 
ASCS county office ahead of time,” 
ASC committee chairman Mr. Moore 
said. “ Failure to do so can mean loss 
of all program payments and other 
benefits.” 
He 
emphasized 
that 
notification must be given before 
grazing or haying is begun on set-aside 
land.

planting. The second is the 
vironmental effect of the tillage. 
On some soil, tillage prior to planting 
may leave bare soil .surface exposed 
throughout the growing season. As a 
result, if the mfiltraton rate of this soil 
is not adequate for the rainfall to move 
into the soil, erosion in the form of soil 
movement may occur. 
Date of planting greatly affects yield 
for both corn and soybeans. Delay in 
planting past the optimum date will 
seriously reduce the potential yield of 
the crop. Therefore, the tillage system 
selected must be one that allows 
planting the crop at the proper time. 
Those soils throughout the state that 
have drainage problems and are fine- 
textured and poorly drained, the option 
to plow should be continued through 
March. Plowing later than the end of 
March may result in plowing at un­ 
desirable moisture contents and cause 
problems in seedbed preparations and 
late planting. 
During April, the specialist explains, 
the tillage option should be one that 
tills the soil only to a depth that is dry 
enough to be worked prior to planting. 
This decreased tillage may not work as 
well with a conventional planter as it 
will with no-tillage equipment. There 
may be residue on the surface through 
which the planter must cut. Some 
additional tillage in the row where the 
seed is to be placed is also desirable. 
Conventional planters will not do this 
satisfactorily; however, no-tillage 
equipment will. 
Light-colored, medium-textured 
soils that have good drainage will 
respond to decreased tillage for corn 
production. On these soils, the best 
water control management throughout 
the growing season is adequate sur­ 
face cover of at least 80 per cent of 
residue. This residue can be from sod 
or other previous crops. If drainage — 
either natural or improved — is 
adequate on light-colored, medium- 
textured soils, tillage prior to planting 
is unnecessary. 
On fields that contain both dark-and- 
light-colored soils, some tillage is 
desirable on the dark soils prior to 
planting; however, the light soils can 
be planted satisfactorily with no­ 
tillage. On such fields, a satisfactory 
method is to chisel to plow depth prior 
to planting. This will provide enough 
tillage on the dark-colored soil and 
leave the residue near the surface tc 
prevent crusting and allow for water 
movement in the soil. Following 
chiseling, Bone suggests, it is ex­ 
tremely important to use a planter that 
does some tillage in the row to make 
sure adequate seedpod contact takes 
place at planting. 
At present, no herbicides are 
available that will permit decreased 
tillage and still give effective weed

Set-Aside Acreage Provisions 
Outlined By ASC Committee 


Producers signing up for set-aside 
acreage under the feed grain and 
wheat programs may elect to use their 
set-aside land for livestock forage or 
for approved alternate crops, with a 
reduction in program payments, 
reports Paul Moore, chairman of the 
Pickaway 
County 
Agricultural 
Stabilization and Conservation (ASO) 
Committee. 
A full understanding of provisions 
governing set-aside land is essential, 
Moore said, advising producers to 
check with the ASCS county office 
about any details they are not sure of 


Basic provision governing all set- 
aside acreage is that it must be land 
suitable for crop production with a 
potential equal to the average 
productivity of the farm. 
“ This provision on the quality of set- 
aside land applies across the board 
whether the farmer plans to hay or 
graze the set-aside, plant an alternate 
crop on it, or keep it idle,” Moore said. 
“ lf the set-aside acreage is found to 
be of lower average productivity than 
the average of cropland on the farm, 
then the program payments will be 
based on the potential yield of the set-

carefully engineered, a 12-by-60 footer 
can provide most of the conveniences 
of a conventional home —- and often 
with fewer headaches. Owners have 
washers and dryers either in their own 
homes or in the laundry building of the 
mobile home park. Sometimes laundry 
equipment is an optional item with 
space allocated from the beginning, 
should owners wish to install it. The 
compact washers and dryers seem 
tailor-made for this situation. 
A choice of walls and ceilings is 
available of vinyl-impregnated wood 
grain paneling. Washing and waxing 
walls is only necessary a few times a 
year unless there is unusually hard 
wear or greasy soil buildup. Coun­ 
tertops come in mar-and heat- 
resistant marble patterns or plastic 
laminates in wood grains, solid colors 
or fleck 
patterns to complement 
modern kitchen appliances. Floors are 
often inlaid vinyl linoleum. Wood fiber 
ceilings which wash clean of smudges 
with soap and water, or mineral fiber 
tile, if warping tends to be a problem, 
are often used in mobile homes. 
Fabrics used for upholstery, draperies 
and curtains are usually treated to be 
resistant to stains, fire and fading. In 
fact everything, regardless of which 
interior decor a persons chooses, is 
easy-care. 


One electric, gas and water hookups 
are made and heating units, ap­ 
pliances and air conditioners are in­ 
stalled, it is the owner’s responsibility 
to keep them clean and in peak 
operating condition. Anyone con­ 
templating buying a mobile home 
should carefully check the technical 
aspects as well as the layout and decor 
of the unit. It may be worthwhile to 
contact the Mobile Homes Manufac­ 
turers Association in Chantilly, 
Virginia, for some practical in­ 
formation. 
Two critical considerations in 
mobile home living are leveling and 
moisture. Leveling is necessary to 
insure weathertightness and easy 
opening and closing of doors, drawers 
and cabinets, as well as the proper 
functioning of various appliances. 
Check by using a carpenter’s level on 
the floor in several locations. Follow 
standard blocking procedure given in 
the maintenance manual if the home 
has settled. Moisture can be a problem 
that will cause cabinets, drawers and 
doors to stick, paneling to warp and 
windows to coat with condensation. 
The range should have a vent that is 
kept open when the range is in use. 
Exhaust fans in the kitchen and 
bathrooms also aid in removal of 
steam. Adequate air circulation and 
ventilation will control moisture in the 
air. Windows should be opened when 
weather permits and the metal casing 
kept clean to retain a tight seal. In cold 
areas storm windows are helpful. Air 
conditioner filters should be washed or 
replaced as frequently as needed for 
maximum performance efficiency of 
the air conditioner. 
The exterior of mobile homes is often 
aluminum siding - fire, corrosion, rust, 
rot and termite proof. It never needs 
repainting and is kept clean with soap 
or detergent suds and a rinse with a 
hose. Hardboard siding is another 
alternative, just as easy to maintain. 
Now there is a siding that looks like 
brick, made in fact frmm brick 
materials bonded into fiberglass. 


aside land and not on the established 
yield for the farm,” the ASC com­ 
mittee chairman warned. 


Producers should also know there is 
a minimum size and width rule for 
areas designated as set-aside. Ger- 
nerally, a set-aside which is less than 
an entire field must be at least five 
acres in size, with a minimum width of 
132 feet. 


“This is a general rule, and some 
exceptions have been stipulated,” the 
ASC committee chairman said. Full 
details are available at the ASCS 
county office. 
A 
set-aside 
inspection 
and 
measurement service is available at 
cost from the ASCS county office. This 
service can insure a producer that his 
designated set-aside is acceptable and 
in 
compliance 
with 
program 
requirements. 
Turning to the provision, new for 
1973, which permits haying and 
grazing on set- aside acreage, Moore 
said the single most important item for 
a producer to remember is that the 
ASCS county office must be notified 
before haying or grazing is begun on 
set-aside acreage. 
The conserving use requirement 
continues for set-aside land even 
though the land is used for grazing or 
haying. This means that crops 
ineligible for grazing or haying include 
soybeans, grain sorghums, corn, sweet 
sorghums for silage, and matured 
small grain. 
Producers may sublet grazing, 
haying, or silage rights on their farms’ 
set-aside acreage, but this does not 
relieve them of payment reductions or 
responsibility for following program 
requirements. 
Payment reduction for grazing, 
haying, cutting silage, or growing 
these alternate crops will be 30 per 
cent of the average payment rate per 
acre of set-aside under the basic feed 
grain plan, whether the set-aside is 
under the feed grain or the wheat 
program. 
In summary, the ASC committee 
chairman said that he would remind 
farmers that set-aside land must be 
average quality cropland for the farm, 
that the ASCS county office must be 
notified before the set-aside is grazed, 
hayed, or cut for silage, and that if 
they choose to use set-aside for these 
purposes or for approved alternate 
crops that they also accept a payment 
reduction.

Then you 
remember the boy next door was in 4-H 
last year and had for his project small 
engines. So, you go next door to ask the 
boy to start your engine. The boy, 
having been in 4-H only one year, looks 
at the engine and cannot get it started. 
So, being a typical boy, he gets his 
older brother who has completed two 
years in small engines in 4-H. The 
older brother looks at the engine and 
within five minutes has your mower 
running fine. 
Are there any boys or girls who 
would like to know how a small engine 
works so you can start your neighbor’s 
mower for them? If so, then join 4-H 
and take small engines as your 
project. A three-year program has 
been suggested for most boys or girls, 
but it can be completed in much less 
time if you are really interested and 
willing to learn. 
As a beginner in 4-H you will learn 
the tools necessary for service and 
maintenance of a small engine. You 
will disassemble the engine for study 
of the engine parts and how they work. 
As a second year project you will have 
the chance to learn how a two-stroke 
cycle engine works and its parts.

that has been taking place over the last 
two generations in our elite colleges 
and universities. 
In both 1928 and 1932, Princeton 
students and faculty voted Republican. 
In 1928, Hoover scored over Al Smith 
and Norman Thomas by 52-45-3. 
The 1932 figures show a sharp 
variation in the pattern, no doubt in 
response to the Depression. Princeton 
resisted the national swing 
to 
Roosevelt; Hoover still got 46 per 
cent. But Norman Thomas out polled 
the nationally victorious Roosevelt by 
27.5-26.5. 
The election of 1936 still found 
Princeton Republicanism alive and 
well. In the faculty poll, Roosevelt 
scored only narrowly over Alfred 
london, who was swamped nationlly. 
And, four years later, the faculty, 
again by a narrow margin, backed 
Wendell Willkie over the liberal icon 
Roosevelt. Students this year were not 
polled. 
During the war, no poll was taken. 
But in 1948, a liberal Democrat was 
still a rare bird at Princeton. Among 
the students, a smashing 72 per cent 
picked Dewey. Strom Thurmond, of all 
people, got IO per cent. The incumbent 
President, Harry Truman, picked up a 
paltry 8 per cent. 
In 1948, the Princeton faculty was 
much more Republican that the nation 
at large, and backed Tom Dewey over 
Truman by 47-31. 
Interestingly enough in 1948, the left­ 
wing Henry Wallace had no recorded 
support at Princeton. Alumnus Nor­ 
man Thomas still had 
a 
small 
following. 
As far as campus political culture is 
concerned, the sharp break occurred 
in 1952, and here, be it noted, the 
faculty broke dramatically with the 
Princeton body. In the faculty poll, 
Stevenson scored over Eisenhower, 
58.4 to 37.1. Though the Republicans 
were still there in force, they were 
outnumbered by a ratio now ap­ 
proaching 2 to I. And it is worth noting 
that here, for the first time, the faculty 
is markedly more liberal than the 
nation at large, where Ike was 
swamping the hapless Stevenson. 
In 1952, Ike carried the Princeton 
student body by an overwhelming 73 to 
27. What comes into being in that year, 


therefore, is a peculiar circumstance 
in which a heavily liberal faculty is 
ministering to an overwhelmingly 
Republican student body. 
Four years later, Adlai had to go 
through it all again, and he took 
another bath in the nation at large. But 
he did verywell at Princeton, carrying 
the faculty by 58.4 to 37.1. No student 
poll was taken that year, fut the 
students were still firmly Republican, 
as can be inferred from the Kennedy- 
Nixon election four years later. 
In 1960, Princeton students went for 
Nixon over Kennedy by 59.3 to 40.7. 
Nothing much had changed in the 
political attitudes of Princeton un­ 
dergraduates for at least 30 years. But 
the faculty was 72.3 to 27.7 behind 
Kennedy, again baroquely out of tune 
with both the sudent body and the 
nation at large. 
The figures for 1964 do not seem to 
me very 
revealing. 
Nationally, 
Johnson was annihilating Coldwater; 
he was doing the same at Princeton, 
though the faculty and student per­ 
centages vary sharply. The faculty 
backed Johnson 93 to 4, the students 
backed him 66 to 27. About all that can 
be said here is that the students 
remained 
a 
good 
deal 
more 
Republican than the faculty. 
In 1968, however, the Princeton 
faculty went over the falls politically, 
its vote—in my estimation— a 
gesture of 
self-exile 
from 
the 
American political community. The 
faculty supported Humphrey over 
Nixon by 71.4 to 7.5, but also recorded 
7.5 per cent for the comedian Dick 
Gregory. 
In 1968, the student body broke with 
its past patterns: 39.5 for Humphrey, 
28.1 for Nixon, 10.9 for Gregory. 
In my estimation, the shift among 
Princeton students from 1960-1968 does 
not mean that the radical faculty has 
actually persuaded anybody, but that 
they have got their hands on the ad­ 
missions process and are now getting 
the kind of students they want. 
P.S. In 1972, the faculty backed 
George McGovern, one of the weakest 
Presidential nominees in the history of 
U.S. politics, by 82 to 12. And faculty 
pressures prevented the student body 
from being polled. The radicals at 
least know how bad it actually looks.

The repair of nerves has resisted the 
most patient scientific investigations. 
Because of the previous failure to 
accomplish this, thousands for victims 
pay the penalty for tragic paralysis by 
their inability to perform simple, 
productive motions. 
A new method that holds great 
promise for the regeneration of nerves 
that have been injured or partially 
destroyed by infection is now being 
tried in experimental animals. Dr. 
William E. Kuhn and Dr. James L. 
Hall have developed and are using a 
porous stainless steel tube that can act 
as a pathway for the regrowth of torn 
nerves. 
There is great enthusiasm for this 
preliminary work. It seems that new 
and exciting horizons may be opened 
by this method, which is a radical 
departure from all those previously 
used. 
It is of special ihterest that this 
research, being carried out at the 
University of Cincinnati, is subsidized 
by the National Sience Foundation. 
Government funds for such projects 
have been severely limited recently. If 
this trend is allowed to continue, much 
vital, progressive medical research 
will have to be abandoned. 
It takes great vision for those who 
control the pursestrings for scientific 
research to understand that the 


American people and, in fact, people 
all over the world eventually reap the 
dividends that begin in experimental 
laboratories. 
Dr. Neal 
Bricker, professor of 
medicine at the Albert Einstein School 
of Medicine 
in New 
York, 
has 
pioneered 
in 
emphasizing 
the 
catastrophic consequences of reduced 
aid to research. 
Financial grants to young, gifted 
physicians and scientists are the only 
means to enable them to pursue their 
visionary programs without in­ 
terruption. Without such grants, many 
of these talented men and women are' 
lost as scientific educators because of 
the financial pressures that interfere 
with research. 
Since the American people are the 
eventual beneficiaries of 
basic 
laboratory research, they must be 
induced to involve themselves to keep 
financial aid at an uninterrupted level. 
The amount of money needed for 
training programs that will bridge the 
medical and engineering fields and 
produce brilliant achievements in bio­ 
medical research is surprisingly little 
in a nation with such magnificent 
health standards. 
It takes many years for teams of 
scientists to find compatible, com­ 
plementary and qualified colleagues to 
embark on a scientific project.

NEW YORK (AP) — The phone rang 
one evening not long ago and a woman 
informed me that our daughter, 
Alison, had been accepted at the Bank 
Street School.

Our daughter, age 2, had made it. 
She had been accepted at nursery 
school. Her future was assured. 
For those of you around the country 
who take getting into nursery school 
lightly, be forwarned. There are few 
nursery schools here and they are very 
fussy. 
A good friend of my wife’s tells of 
being on the delivery table. The ob­ 
stetrician strikes her newborn son on 
the rear. Then smiling, the doctor 
turns to the groggy mother. He says: 
“ If you need to get him into nursery 
school, remember I’m on the board of 
directors of ... — the school shall 
remain nameless. 
As Alison approached the age of 2, 
my wife more and more frequently 
brought up the subject of nursery 
schools. 
Soon it became a major topic of 
conversation among friends who also 
had 2-year-olds since applications for 
admission to schools at age 3 had to be 
made about a year in advance. 
Brochures began appearing around 
the house. “ Montessori concept,” 
“open classrooms,” “ structured but 
liberal,” “unstructured but classical.” 
I took it all fairly lightly until one 
day when Stephanie, a television 
editor, attacked my seeming lack of 
enthusiasm. 
She explained in rather loud and 
explosive terms how if Alison couldn’t 
get 
into 
nursery 
school 
our 
daughter’s entire life might be ruined. 
She went on to relate how Alison might 
never be able to do such things like 
follow in her mother’s footsteps at the 
University of Michigan ... and the 
Michigan Daily etc ... 
As we—actually my wife—began 
mailing out applications, the con­ 
versations with our friends took on a 
note of panic. 
Each application was accompanied 
by an application fee. The lowest was 
$15, the most $25. But the application 


fees assure nothing. 
Well, somehow, Alison got in to a 
really good one. Now we just have to 
find a way to pay for it. 
Luckily for us, for the first year 
she’ll only be going four afternoons a 
week. That will cost us about $1,350 for 
the year plus another $250 for tran­ 
sportation. 
A few nights ago I was looking over 
the Bank Street brochure and started 
figuring. 
At present prices when Alison is 4 it 
will cost about $2,000 a year for five 
mornings a week. If she stays in the 
school for first grade figure about 
$2,500. That means it will cost about 
$20,000 by the time she’s through the 
seventh grade. 
I stared at the figures for a minute, 
then I looked up at my wife. 
“To hell with the Michigan Daily,” I 
said.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — Proposed 
new regulations issued by the U.S. 
Department of Health, Education and 
Welfare last month were criticized 
sharply Friday by members of the 
State 
Social 
Services 
Advisory 
Council. 


Council chairman Victor Herbert 
said the rules go far beyond the intent 
of Congress to give states greater 
flexibility in the way they operate their 
social services programs. 


He 
said 
they 
would 
prevent 
“thousands of needy Ohioans from 
receiving 
the 
services 
they 
desperately need to get off, and stay 
off, the welfare rolls.’’ 
Agnes Lesley, council vice chair­ 
m an, 
called 
the 
regulations 
a 
“mockery and a slap in the face to all 
Ohioans 
striving 
to 
become 
economically independent.” 


She said the new rules no longer 
would require states to provide 14 
services designed to help former, 
current and potential recipients free 
themselves from the poverty cycle. 


Herbert 
said 
the 
proposed 
regulations not only reduce services 
and tighten 
program eligibility 
requirements to exclude most former 
and potential recipients, but also 
conflict with President Nixon’s goal of 
returning decision-making power to 
the local community. 
In addition, he said, the regulations 
would block the use of private donated 
money as matching funds, resulting in 
an estimated loss of $24 million in 
federal funds to Ohio during fiscal

WASHINGTON (AP) - Two black 
men from rural Alabama have 
testified they believed they were being 
treated for "bad blood” when they took 
part in a syphilis study, which denied 
them treatment for the disease.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Republican 
congressional leaders reportedly are 
advising the Nixon administration to 
wait a while before submitting any 
proposals for Vietnam reconstruction 
aid to Congress. 
The administration, on the other 
hand, is openly urging members of 
Congress to wait a while before taking 
a firm position against it.

Youthful Viet War Veterans 


Claim They Got Raw Deal 


(EVELAND, Ohio (AP) - “We 
just came back asking to be treated 
like men...” 
“We didn’t come home asking for 
glory...” 
“What we need... is action.” 
Veterans hear only “ lies and 
rhetoric...,” and the average veteran 
“doesn’t show up for these hearings... 
he's just disgusted.” 
Those were some of the comments 
expressed by youthful veterans of the 
Vietnam War who appeared Friday at 
a hearing sponsored by the National 
Ijeague of Cities and the U.S. Mayors 
Conference into veterans’ problems. 


The hearing, chaired by U.S. Rep. 
Silvio O. Conte, R-Mass., was in­ 
terrupted at several points by verbal 
outbursts, some of them bitter. 
Cleveland veteran Greg Penn 
warned the panel that veterans 


without jobs could turn to crime and 
violence. 
“If it means busting you over the 
head and taking your pocketbook, this 
is what he’s going to do,” Penn said, 
“because it’s what you’re forcing him 
to do. 
“Maybe if 300 or 400 brothers bring a 
little bit of warfare to this city you’d sit 
back and say, ‘yeah, hey! We ought to 
change things.’” 
Another Cleveland veteran and the 
only woman to testify, Nicolette Mc­ 
Clure, told the hearing, “You have 
trained a couple of million men” as 
soldiers... “if something doesn’t 
happen soon, there’ll be trouble. And 
it’ll be bigger than the riots in 
Detroit.” 
Conte said he is chairing the 
hearings voluntarily as an attempt to 
get Congress to do more for Vietnam 
vets.
